“SECRET 


At the oulbreak -of war I 
was “wooed” by General Dallas 
Brooks, now Governor of Vic- 
teria, Australia, who had been 
seconded from the Royal Marines 
to do secret work on psycholo- 
gical warfare, We met in 
considerable mystery in an ele- 
gont flat loaned tothe amiable 
general by Noci Coward. 


Thereafter 1 received dally, 
by uniformed despatch rider, 
“guidance on Britain's war 
effort, Not to the Daily Express 
oMce—that would have been 
too obvious, The “guidance” 
came to my home. 


Jt came in two envelopes. The 
ouler envelope was Innocent 
enough, buff-colourcd, addressed 
to me; but the inner envelape 
was marked “MOST SECRET" 
and for several days [ opened 
it with feverish anxiety. I felt 
that 1 was really “in on the 
war effort. 


But what was inside the mest 
seeret envelope could have bec 
broadcast by the BBC six 
o'clock, news without giving ony- 
thing much away, and afler a 
week or two [ got bored with 
the general's game of cops and 
robbers.
